“The almost unlimited water power of the nation can not be 
harnessed for the benefit of the public without an enormous capi­ 
tal investment. 
Already there are 1.450,000 thrifty Americans 
who have put their savings into the securities of the electric light I 
and power industry, and there are millions more who may be listed 
as indirect investors through the banks and insurance companies. 
They have already invested five billion dollars and billions more 
must be forthcoming if the complete job of the electrical industry 
is to be done.”

Columbus, O., June 8 .— T he ad­ 
journm ent or recess of the legisla­ 
ture in a manner unprecedented in 
the history of the state 
w ill 
not 
prove to be a Republican 
debacle. 
It is not evidence of party disinte­ 
gration and does not mark the end 
of party dependability or party re­ 
sponsibility in the state. It Is not by 
any m eans an irreconcilable breach 
between the executive and legisla­ 
tive branches of the state govern­ 
ment. 
It was a perfect exam ple of an 
alm ost inexcusable lack 
of

work. 
The almost tragic end disclosed 
the fact that the Governor and the 
General Assembly were each endeav 
oring to accomplish the very com­ 
m endable task of giving to the state 
a better taxation system. 
This was the

purpose of the Senate and the state 
ment of the Governor after issuing 
his proclamation of 
adjournm ent 
contained a message of hope for this 
desired and essential legislation.

there was a noticeable absence of 
bitterness 
or feeling.

be altered unless there is manifest 
evidence of negligence. 
This breath of relief comes in the 
shape of an interpretation of a rul­ 
ing from the Internal Revenue Of­ 
fice for 
corporation 
tax 
returns. 
The opinion is handed down by the 
Committee on Appeals and Review 
and is accepted by the Income Tax 
Unit for its guidance. 
The decision 
which is of particular interest 
to ; 
corporations and affects not only 
stockholders and boards of direct­ 
ors of corporations but indirectly af 
feels the banks and employees of 
the corporations, who may be forc­ 
ed into bankruptcy by charging off 
depreciation on returns made in the • 
part, is as follows: 
“ It is the judgment of the Com­ 
mittee th a t there is no w arrant for 
reducing earned surplus because of 
alleged failure to charge off suffi­ 
cient depreciation in the pas?, un­ 
less the depreciable assets of the 
corporation are valued on its books 
at the beginning of the taxable year 
at an amount in excess of their ac- 
fuai value at that time. This is par­ 
ticularly true where corporation in 
prior years earned positive icome 
from which larger deductions for 
depreciation might have been tak­ 
en. if in the opinion of the officers 
and directors of the 
corporation 
such larger charges had been justi­ 
fied.” 
“ This means.” said W. E. Lang- 
don, certified public accountant and 
industrial engineer, “ that the de­ 
cisions made by the manager of cor­ 
porations at the time, with all the 
facts before 
them 
more 
reliable 
than those made years afterwards 
when a inspector has not all the in­ 
formation before him. 
“ It means further that income tax 
inspectors may not always whittle 
the corporaion’s invested capital by 
,'■.barging uji additional depreciation ; 
.or past years, thus decreasing the 
company's investment aud thereby 
reducing its exemption and increas­ 
ing the taxes. This opinion, more- j 
over, is from the highest authority 
in the administration of the income 
tax and cannot be changed except 
by a ruling of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, 
“ Of the 9 8 per cent corporation 
tax returns which are considered er 
roneous, three fourths are due to 
the assessment on depreciation, SO 
per cent of these additional assess­ 
ments can be combatted ”
